g0 was a usurpation of powor., Mr, Gibbons
argued that ns the representatives of ten of the
Btates had voluntarily vacated their seats in
the Senate and House of Representatives, and
had with others rebelled against the Federal
Government, they woere pmporlf‘ out until
Coopgress should say when and how they
should come back, He referred to the consti-
tutionnl provision that in the elesction ot o Presi-
dent by Congress, two-thirds of the members
ghall constitute & quornm, as o clircumstance
showing the opinion of the framers of the in-
strument us (o the number tha* may constitn-
tionally perform one of the highest functions
of the body; and he reminded the assemblage
of the fact that the present Congresa, whica had
been 80 much abused by the Presideat, had
done so wuoh during the Rebellion to save the
life ol the patlon. In the course of his remarks
Mr. Gibbons was frequently interrupted by ap-
plause,

The war
ha(‘.lf had been prosecuted for the maintenance
of the Union, and to deny to the States the right
to secede, 1t was under this that so many men
entmed the army and gave their lives and
health, havine been assuved that their sacri-
fices would not be in valn, And yet we ure
now told, ulthough the wuar is supposcd 1o be
over and the Rebellion erushed, that the Union
is mot restored, and that certain of the States did
8 coced in selmmllug themselves from the rest,

John W. Stokes, Bsq., read s series of resolu-
tions endorsing the sentiments of the address
of the 14th of Angust Convention, and declarng
the with of all conservative cltizens that the
»afety of the Union defend('d upon the adoption
©f the policy indieated by the President.

M1, Stokes nddressed the meeting, and stated
that he was o personal friend of Andrew Johu-
gon, and koew bhim 10 be an honest, upright,
and well-meaning man — one who was de-
1wrmined to do nis whole duty te the country.
Since he has been President of the United States
he hos remembered his onth to uuﬂport the Con-
st tutlon of his country; and it is for this that
he is denonnced by the men who, five years ago,
were svowed disumonists,

Genersl B, Olay Orawford, of Tennessee, was
the next speaker. He was introduced as a mem-
ber of the Convention that had nominated Abru-
ham Lincoln. General Crawford said that he
was satistied that the people of this country
were a8 loyal to the Government Lo-day es they
had been when the first gun fired upon Fort
Sumter awoke the North. Lot the people un-
derstand the objecta soucht 1o be accomplished,
and they will not mistake the wrong path for
the right.
